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PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT 

Dear Sir: 

Please add the following claims 17-20: 
17. A pipe cutter comprising: 

a body having a first end and a second end: 

a rod pivotallv and movablv extending through the first end of the body: 

a first contacting member rotatably connected to the second end of the body: 

a first link having a first end thereof pivotably connected to said body and a second end: 

a blade connected to the second end of the first link, said rod pivotallv connected to said first 

link: 

a second link having a first end thereof pivotallv connected to said first link and a second 

end: 



a second contacting member rotatablv connected to the second end of the second link: and 
a spring biased between said second link and said body, said second link being guided 
relative to said body. 

18. The pipe cutter as claimed in claim 17. wherein said second contacting member has a 
protrusion extending centrally and longitudinally therefrom; and wherein the body has an arcuate slot 
defined therein, with the second link being guided by the protrusion moving within the slot. 

19. The pipe cutter as claimed in claim 17 further comprising: a guide roller connected to the 
body and adapted to roll on the second link, with the second link being guided by the guide roller 
rolling on the second link when the second link moves. 

20. The pipe cutter as claimed in claim 17, wherein said second contacting member has a 
protrusion extending centrally and longitudinally therefrom: and wherein the body has an arcuate 
notch defined therein, with the second link being guided by the protrusion moving within the notch.
